AS  in  the  courfe  of  this  work, 
I  fhall  mention  Preachers  *  I 
wou  d  not  have  any  perfon  imagine 
that  it  is  my  defign  to  ridicule  religion,

bid  defiance  to  the  tongue  of  malice 
to  blacken,  or  the  fpirit  of  enthufiafnr 
to  gainfay. 

It  has  been,  and  doubtlefs  fiill  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  the  method,  both  of  the 
learned,  and  unlearned  modern  itine¬ 
rant  preachers,  when  they  mount  the 
roftrum,  ftool,  or  table,  to  fpeak  very 
difrefpe&fully  of  the  clergy  in  general,

■  Now,  as  the fe  felf  nam  W,  felf  call'd, 
wifi  and  holy  men ,  have  taken  upon 
them  to  rail  at  the  regular  bred  clergy 
of  other  profeflions,  I  think  they  have 
declar’d  war  with  the  public,  claim  a 
particular  attention,  and  deferve  to  be 
neld  forth  to  view,  in  their  proper  co¬ 
lours.  1  {hall  not  take  upon  me  to  de¬ 
termine  the  validity ,  or  invalidity  of 
their  do&rines  5  nor  pretend  to  explain 
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their  private  intentions,  in  railing  com'1 
.  motions  in  the  church,  railing  againfi 
the  pallors,  fowing  diffenfion  between 
them,  and  their  Hocks,  and  in  private 
families,  and  coniigningr  over  to  eter- 
nal  perdition^  all  gofpel  minifters,  and 
their  hearers,  who  do  not  preach,  and 
believe  like  themfelves ;  but  fhali  leave 
them  to  an  Twer  concerning  all  thefe 
things,  to  their  own  confciences,  and 
at  that  tremendous  bar,  from  whence 
there  is  no  appeal ;  where  no  fham 
pretences  to  piety,  will  pafs  for  real 
vertue  j  where  fiery  flandering  zeal, 
and  uncharitable  eerily  res  of  worthy 
fellow  labourers  in  the  Lord,  will  rn 
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iLj  oue  1 ... vv ard  j  and  where  the  robe  of 
time  ferving  purity,  will  not  fereen  the 
defig ning  wearer,  from  the  ferutinizino- 
power  or  Omnifcience,  I  beg  thefe 
boafting,  railing,  itinerant,  fiery  zea¬ 
lots,  coolly  to  coniider,  ho  v  widely 
they  err  irona  the  mark,  if  they  wiQi 
to  De  thought  good  chrifiians  ;  for  tho’ 
they  fliould  preach  with  Jet'aphic  zea/, 
and  life  angelic  diEiion  ;  tho’  they  fliould 
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be  poflefs’d  of  miracle  working,  moun¬ 
tain  moving  faith  ;  have  zeal  enough 
to  hand  the  fiery  trial  of  their  profef- 
fion,  and  fhould  underhand  all  the  fa- 
cred  myfteries ;  tho’  gifted  with  pro¬ 
phecy,  and  to  crown  the  whole,  tho’ 
they  ihou’d  give  all  they  poflefs’d,  to 
cloath  and  feed  the  poor,  (a  thing  they 
are  not  very  fond  of)  yet  if  they  have 
not  charity,  St.  Paul  tells  them,  their 
evangelic  jujfciency,  and  zealous  ravings 
are  no  better  than  founding  brafs,  or 
a  tinkling  cymbal  :  vide  1 3  chap,  of 
the  firtl  Epiftle  to  the  Corinthians. 

What  I  fhall  relate  in  the  following 
poem,  fhall  be  ilubborn  and  incon- 
te  if  able  fads :  I  ihall  make  the  literate 
enthu  Gallic  Stentor’s,  Anti-Stentor  s, 
and  the  illiterate  Hobbinol’s  difcourfes, 
the  fubject  of  my  obfervations  5  and  ihall 
do  Stentor  that  ftridt  juftice,  to  ftick 
<is  clofe  as  verification  will  allow,  to  his 
nlode  of  diction,  fentiments,  and  epi¬ 
thets,  and  defcribe  as  near  as  pofiible, 
his  looks,  geilures,  attitude,  empha-

I 
fhall  ufe  the  fame  method  with  Anti  - 
Stentor,  Hobbinol,  and  the  Medical 
Profeflors  ;  and  leave  my  readers  to 
form  a  judgment  on  the  whole. 

If  this  book  fhou’d  fall  into  the  hands 
of  any  of  the  Reverend  Itinerant  Preach¬ 
ers,  or  their  hearers,  and  they  fhou’d 
-  look  on  it  as  a  vile  performance,  a 
piece  of  irreligious  abfurdity,  a  pro-  - 
phane  indecency,  or  the  like,  to  jum¬ 
ble  the  folemn  gofpel  dodrines,  and 
light  fantaftic  expreflions  together,  in 
one  work,  as  I  have  done  ;  I  beg  leave 
to  ailc  them  the  following  ferious  quef* 
tion :  Is  it  not  much  more  vile,  irreli¬ 
gious,  indecently  prophane,  and  ab~ 
furd,  to  afcend  a  pulpit,  and  in  a  houfe 
of  public  worfhip,  to  utter  the  fame, 
and  jumble  the  folemn  dodrines  ot 

Chrifti- 
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Chriftianity ,  and  their  fantaftic  expres¬ 
sions,  in  that  unconnected,  incoherent 
manner,  with  all  the  enthufiaftic  ra¬ 
vings  of  a  madman,  and  antic  tricks 
of  a  merry  Andrew  ?  fuch  as  wou’d 

almoft  tempt  a  Cato,  or  Diogenes  to 
laugh. 

I  fhall  think  my  time  well  bellow’d, 
ii  on  reading  this,  the  Reverend  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  or  any  who  tread  in  their  fteps, 
will  lay  afide  all  uncharitablenefs,  rafh 
judgment,  ludicrous  gedures,  incohe¬ 
rent  unconnected  exclamations,  make 
lefs  free  with  damnation,  nor  condemn 
to  hell  io  precipitately,  all,  who  differ 
from  them  in  opinion ;  fhou’d  be  in¬ 
duc’d  to  preach  like  rational  creatures, 
and  deliver  the  folemn  facred  truths  of 
the  gofpel,  with  a  manly  dignity,  be¬ 
coming  (as  they  are  emphatically  ftil’d) 
the  Embajfadors  of  Jehovah  ;  who 
fhou’d  be  full  of  Kindnefs,  Brotherly
